ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Management  Committee  submit  herewith  their  Annual 
Report  for  1943-1944  of  the  Dadar  School  for  the  Blind,  which 
includes  a  general  and  statistical  report  and  the  statement  of 
audited  accounts  with  the  list  of  donors  and  subscribers  and 
other  particulars. 

The  printing  of  this  report  would  seem  to  be  inconceivable, 
when  there  is  9uch  an  acute  shortage  of  paper  and  its  price  so 
high  due  to  present  wartime  conditions.  But,  since  our  School 
Reports  are  the  principal  medium  of  giving  publicity  to  the  work 
for  the  blind  and  of  maintaining  the  true  relationship  between 
the  School  and  its  donors,  subscribers  and  friends,  it  was 
thought  desirable  to  print  the  report.  This  has  become 
possible  mainly  through  the  kind  consideration  of  the  Commercial 
Printing  Press;  to  them,  we  convey  our  sincere  thanks. 

On  the  expiry  on  March  31,  1942  of  the  experimental  period 
of  three  years  of  management  under  the  Society  for  the  Protec¬ 
tion  of  Children  in  Western  India,  the  School  reverted  to  the 
American  Marathi  Mission  on  April  1,  1942.  Since  then  it  is 
being  run  by  a  Management  Committee,  formed  of  interested 
Bombay  residents  of  various  communities,  directly  responsible 
to  the  Mission. 

It  is  a  great  satisfaction  that  the  Government  Educational 
and  Technical  Departments  and  the  Municipal  Educational 
Department  have  seen  the  progress  made  during  the  year  and 
have  shown  their  apprecition  by  increase  in  their  grants-in-aid 
for  this  year.  The  inclusion  of  our  School  for  the  Blind  in  the 
list  of  Municipal  aided  Schools  of  the  Bombay  Municipal 
Schools  Committee  has  given  the  education  of  the  blind 
in  the  city  of  Bombay  a  social  and  educational  recognition 
of  a  very  valuable  kind.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Municipal  Schools 
Committee  will  continue  to  share  larger  responsibilities  of  edu¬ 
cating  the  blind  children  of  School-going  age. 
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This  year,  as  in  former  years,  has  been  made  financially 
successful  by  the  handsome  Government  grants-in-aid,  Municipal 
grants-in-aid,  substantial  contributions  from  a  few  Charitable 
Trust  Funds,  and  by  smaller  private  contributions,  donations 
and  subscriptions.  To  all  those  who  have  contributed  so  gene¬ 
rously  by  giving  their  time,  money  and  services  to  continue  the 
work  of  the  School,  we  express  our  deepest  sense  of  appreciation 
and  hope  that  they  will  have  their  satisfaction  in  realizing  what 
vital  light  they  have  shed  for  those  ‘who  are  learning  to  live  in 
darkness.’  Our  friends  and  helpers  have  been  too  numerous 
to  mention  here.  We  have,  therefore,  appended  separate  lists, 
acknowledging  our  grateful  appreciations  to  them. 

The  internal  work  of  the  School  has  continued  uninterrupted 
inspite  of  the  impact  of  the  war.  In  this  connection  special  men¬ 
tion  must  be  made  of  two  Honorary  workers,  Miss  P.  F.  Vakharia 
and  Mr.  M.  B.  Kamath,  B.  Sc.;  the  former  has  not  only  taught 
for  a  number  of  hours  every  day  but  has  helped  the  Princpial 
generally  as  well  as  collecting  handsome  donations ;  the  latter 
has  regularly  coached  our  High  School  boy.  A  sense  of 
appreciation  and  thanks  are  hereby  recorded  and  conveyed  to 
them.  Miss  Sundrabai  Waidande  who  has  given  more  than  30 
years  of  devoted  service  as  a  Matron  of  the  School  and  who 
retired  on  her  attaining  the  retiring  age  according  to  the 
Mission  rules,  was  re-appointed  to  act  as  Matron  as  from  the 
date  of  her  retirement  from  the  Mission.

Oar  blind  pupils,  studying  in  the  Hume  High  School  for 
the  sighted,  are  maintaining  their  steady  progress  ;  Deva  Dana 
Deoji,  the  Irish  Presbyterian  Mission  Scholar  standing  first  in 
a  class  of  50  sighted  girls  and  boys,  and  Ramuda  Aslot,  the 
Chunilal  Girdharlal  Scholar  and  Daya  Tijore,  the  Oliveira 
Scholar  standing  first  and  third  respectively  in  a  class  of  40 
sighted  children.  We  regret  that  Dattu  Balwant,  the  Tyabji 
Scholar  had  to  discontinue  his  studies  in  the  High  School. 
Rajendra  Vyas,  a  small  boy  who  has  completed  his  preliminary 
course  with  us,  is  attending  the  Podar  School,  Santa-Cruz, 
Bombay,  while  residing  with  his  parents.  He  also  stands  first 
in  a  class  of  about  50  sighted  pupils.  The  experiment  of 
educating  clever  blind  pupils  with  sighted  children  is  proving 
fruitful. 

Our  Training  Institute  for  the  Teachers  of  the  Blind 
had  been  formally  recognized  by  the  Educational  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Bombay  Government.  As  a  sufficient  number 
of  students  was  not  available,  the  course  was  not  given 
last  year.  But  the  Principal  with  the  help  of  the  Honorary 
Secretaries  organized,  and  give  a  special  course  of  twelve 
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lectures  in  the  city  of  Bombay  for  the  Friends  and  Social 
Workers  of  the  Blind.  Talks,  short  articles  and  exhaus¬ 
tive  papers  by  the  Principal  for  the  furtherance  of  the 
work  and  cause  of  the  blind  have  become  a  regular  part  of  the 
programme  of  his  activities.  His  first  publication,  “THE 
VISUALLY  HANDICAPPED  IN  INDIA— Education  of 
Blind  Children,”  has  already  been  warmly  received  and  richly 
reviewed.  His  second”  work,  “THE  SOCIETY  AND  THE 
VISUALLY  HANDICAPPED”  is  ready  for  publication. 

The  Management  Committee  wish  to  convey  their  deep 
sense  of  appreciations  to  all  those  who  have  helped  to  make  the 
years  so  successful  and  to  each  and  everyone  who  has  shared  the 
joy  of  giving  the  handicapped  children  a  rich  experience.  They 
expect  that  help  will  be  forthcoming  in  larger  measures  without 
which  this  special  work  cannot  be  continued  in  this  difficult  time*

REPORT  OF  THE  EDUCATIONAL  INSPECTOR 

Report  of  Prof.  C.  P.  Budhrani,  B.  A.,  B.  T.,  T.  D.  (London), 
Assistant  Educational  Inspector,  Bombay  Division. 

Dated  the  2nd  Nov.  1943. 

This  is  a  school  of  a  fairly  long  standing.  The  Principal, 
Mr.  R.  M.  Haider,  has  had  his  training  in  America  and  is  very 
well  qualified  to  do  this  work.  He  is  very  keenly  interested  in 
the  education  of  the  visually  handicapped  children  and  is 
anxious  to  help  those  who  are  engaged  in  teaching  blind 
children.  It  would  be  a  great  boon  to  both  the  schools  for  the 
blind  in  the  City  if  they  could  voluntarily  meet  on  a  common 
Platform  and  periodically  discuss  matters  relating  to  their  work. 
An  association  of  the  heads  of  all  schools  for  handicapped 
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children  in  the  City  would  go  a  long  way  in  helping  schools  to 
co-ordinate  their  work  and  improve  the  professional  status  of 
their  teachers. 

One  noteworthy  feature  about  the  school  this  year  was 
that,  inspite  of  the  war,  children  were  seen  in  smart  Khaki 
Shorts  and  White  Shirts.  I  understand  that  the  school  has 
been  able  to  get  this  uniform  for  its  pupils  through  the  good 
offices  of  a  friend  of  the  school. 

The  school  work  is  very  satisfactory.  In  addition  to  the 
usual  subjects  of  the  primary  course  and  a  little  English,  pupils 
learn  handicrafts  like  cane  work,  knitting,  modelling  etc.  Child¬ 
ren  do  very  useful  exercises  with  the  Montessori  sets  given  to 
them.  The  methods  of  developing  the  pupils’  sense  of  touch, 
taste  etc.  used  in  the  school  are  psychologically  sound  and 
naturally  successful.  Care  is  also  taken  to  see  that  each  child 
is  treated  as  a  separate  unit  and  treated  accordingly.  Boys  do 
drill  to  the  accompaniment  of  music  while  girls  do  music  and 
garba  dances  which  they  enjoy  thoroughly.  This  year  greater 
importance  than  usual  has  been  attached  to  music.  In  addition 
to  the  normal  extra  curricular  activities  pupils  keep  pigeons  and 
look  after  poultry.  The  school  compound  is  not  quite  sufficient 
for  pupils  to  play  all  their  games  etc.  and  the  school,  therefore, 
has  arranged  to  use  a  piece  of  ground  attached  to  the  Tata  Mill 
nearby.  It  is  much  safer  to  have  all  blind  children  within  a 
walled  compound  but  there  appears  to  be  no  way  out  of  the 
difficulty  at  the  moment. 

On  the  day  of  the  inspection  dormitories,  beds  etc.  were 
found  very  clean.  The  Principal  who  stays  on  the  premises  is 
personally  in  charge  of  all  the  pupils  though  in  each  dormitory 
he  is  helped  by  a  matron.  The  food  given  to  the  pupils  is 
simple  and  fairly  satisfactory. 
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The  school  possesses  a  fairly  large  number  of  books  pertain¬ 
ing  to  the  education  of  the  Blind.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  only 
agency  for  training  workers  and  teachers  of  the  Blind  started  by 
Mr.  Haider  last  year  had  to  be  closed  down  this  year  due  to  lack 
of  adequate  response.  However,  he  as  the  Principal  of  his 
school  continues  to  prepare  and  train  teachers  under  his  charge. 
Already  he  has  taken  up  two  of  his  blind  pupils  one  of  whom 
does  Braille  transcription  for  the  school  and  the  other  looks 
after  a  deaf-mute-blind  child.  The  unique  experiment  of 
educating  a  child  of  this  type  means  great  patience  and  labour 
on  the  part  of  those  who  undertake  to  do  this  work  and  yet  the 
desired  objective  may  not  be  achieved  within  any  prescribed 
number  of  years.  The  management  would  do  well  to  associate 
a  sighted  person  to  help  the  sightless  teacher  to  look  after  this 
deaf-mute-blind  child. 

One  very  remarkable  feature  of  the  school  is  that  it  has 
been  able  to  send  a  few  of  its  pupils  to  the  Hume  High  School 
a  secondary  school.  One  of  the  pupils  sent  was  not  found 
doing  well  in  that  school  and  so  he  had  to  be  called  back.  This 
year  the  school  has  sent  three  pupils  to  the  same  school  and 
are  reported  to  be  doing  well. 

The  tone  and  discipline  of  the  school  were  good.
